Sucessor to Archbishop Chappelle
There seems to bo little «round for the

belief thai Bishop Van de Vyver will
bo appointed to succeed Archbishop Chup-
pbllo, who died a few days ugo from yellow
fever in New Orleans.
In tho first place It is stated on good

authority thnt tho successor will mosl
likely lió appointed from tho samo

province, following a general rule, Tho
province of which New Orleans Is the
head, and from whloh It Is named, com¬

prises tlie dioceses of Ilnlltiy, Tex.l Qnl-
veston, Tex.; Utllo ltoek, Ar^rf Mobllo,
Ala.; Natchez, Miss.; NutchiUtAps, La.,
Sun Ajrtoiilo, Tex.; Brownsville, Tex., and
Indian Territory. The usual procedure
In appointing an archbishop Is for Ilio
priests of tho different dioceses of tho
province In which they are situated to
recommend u list ot three priests and
for tin» combined lists to go to tho Pope
tor selection. It Is thought that tuo must
probable successor will bo either Bishop
¦Mues, of Covington, Ky., or Bishop
Meerselinent, of Indian Territory, Both
of ; these men nre acquainted with ttio
conditions existing In the New Orleans
province, and are well versed In Its af¬
fairs, so reason points to ono of them
ns tlie logical successor to Archbishop
Clmppollo,

port or lying In tho oiling, awnlting their,

oportunlly to dlsoharge theli' cargoes,
which for tho most part consisted of cot¬
ton.
This commodity, according to Captain

Wale, of tho Knnagwa, Is crowding cvory
warehouse along tho water front of Kobo
and Is overflowing into tho Holds which
extend back from the town.

Shortly before the dopnrluro of the
Knnagwa a Uro started In thlH vast
amount of cotton, and before it could bo
extinguished had destroyed somo 2,000
bules. Captain Wales states that tho loss
was scarcely noticeable to the casuiil Ob¬
server, and that ,tho space which the
burned cotton had taken wns filled al¬
most Immediately by other bales, which
were discharged from tho many ships.
The greater part of this cotton is Amer¬
ican product, though a small portion Is
from India.
